NOTES  FROM  THE  AUDIOLOGIST  REGARDING 
YEARLY  CALIBRATION 


It  is  generally  accepted  that  portable 
audiometers  should  be  cal ibrated"once  every 
year  (12  months)  in  order  to  assure  good 
performance  and  valid  results.    It  should 
be  stressed  that  a  once  a  year  calibration 
is  minimal  and  is  necessary  even  if  the  equip- 
ment is  used  very  little.    In  areas  where 
the  portable  audiometer  is  much  used, 
transportation  often  from  school  to  school 
in  various  weather,  and/or  set  up  and  taken 
down  in  extensive  use,  weekly  calibration 
check  is  recommended  and  a  complete  calibration 
is  advised  two  or  three  times  yearly. 
Temperature  changes,  humidity,  minor  jolts 
and  bumps  and  general  set-up  and  take  down 
all  affect  the  calibration  of  the  equipment. 
Some  of  these  variables  affect  the  calibration 
whether  the  equipment  gets  much  use  or  not. 

As  many  of  you  are  aware,  obtaining 
good,  speedy  electronic  calibration  service 
has  been  very  difficult  over  the  years.  There 
is  no  really  good,  easy  answer  yet  today. 
In  general,  the  more  portables  collected  or 
sent  to  a  central  location  generally  results 
in  a  lower  price  per  portable.    By  reason  of 
the  number  necessary  for  the  better  price. 


nurses  may  want  to  agree  on  the  same  time 
for  their  yearly  calibration,    i.e.,  first 
week  of  June.    An  adequately  large  number 
can  be  achieved  only  if  everyone  (Department 
of  Health,  Easter  Seal,  County  Health, 
University  of  Montana,  etc)  calibrate  at 
the  same  time  while  the  electronics  man  is  in 
the  state.    Generally  all  portables  can  be 
sent  in,  calibrated  and  returned  within  a  week 
or  week  and  a  hal f . 

If  you  are  interested  in  a  good,  speedy 
calibration  service  contact  Merle  DeVoe, 
Audiologist,  Cleft  Palate  Program,  State 
Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences 
Helena,  Montana  59601.    He  can  add  your  name 
and  agency  to  the  list  so  your  calibration 
can  be  included  with  that  done  by  the  multi- 
agency  cooperative  calibration  effort.  Such 
should  simply  involve  bussing  your  equip- 
ment to  a  central  location  at  a  specified 
time  (generally  fall  or  late  spring).  Merle 
and  the  certified  electronics  technician 
involved  will  handle  the  work  and  processing 
and  return  your  equipment  as  soon  as  possible. 
Various  electronic  firms  are  now  vieinq  for 
Montana's  calibration  needs.    The  audio- 
logists  from  the  various  agencies  review 
credentials,  price  and  service  and  decide 
on  which  to  use  in  their  cooperative  efforts.

Visually

Handicapped  Readers 

Reading  materials  for  visually  and 
physically  handicapped  persons  are  provided 
by  the  United  States  Government  through  the 
Library  of  Congress  and  made  available 
through  regional  libraries.    The  Montana 
State  Library  is  one  of  these  regional 
libraries,  and  provides  the  staff  and  quarters 
for  these  services. 

WHO  CAN  USE  THE  SERVICE 

Any  person  who,  because  of  a  visual  or 
physical  handicap,  is  not  able  to  read 
conventionally  printed  material,  hold  a  book 
or  turn  a  page  is  eligible  for  service.  The 
disability  may  either  be  a  temporary  or  per- 
manent one.    When  aids  must  be  used  to  read 
conventional  print  in  a  comfortable  manner  and 
the  disability  is  based  on  a  physical  or  visual 
handicap  the  individual  may  apply  for 
certification. 

HOW  TO  APPLY 

To  qualify  for  this  library  service,  an 
individual  should  complete  the  application  form 
(available  from  Montana  State  Library)  describ- 
ing the  characteristics  of  the  visual  or 
physical  disability.    The  application  form 
then  must  be  certified  by  a  doctor,  nurse, 
optometrist,  professional  staff  member  of 
a  hospital  or  institution,  a  librarian,  a 
social  worker,  a  clergyman  or  other  profess- 
ional person  in  the  community  who  is  able 
to  make  a  judgment  for  eligibility.  Persons 
certified  as  having  a  reading  disability 
resulting  from  organic  dysfunction  and  of 
sufficient  severity  to  prevent  their  reading 
printed  material  in  the  normal  manner  must  be 
certified  by  doctors  of  medicine  or  doctors 
of  osteopathy.    Library  service  will  begin 
as  soon  as  the  Montana  State  Library  receives 
the  certified  application  form. 


COST  OF  SERVICE 

There  is  no  charge  for  these  library 
services.    Books,  magazines  and  machines  are 
provided  at  no  cost  and  sent  postage-free 
to  the  borrower  and  are  returned  in  the  same 
manner . 

SERVICE 

When  an  individual  has  established 
eligibility  for  service,  the  Montana  State 
Library  will  send  catalogs  which  list  the 
available  books  and  magazines.    From  these, 
the  reader  is  asked  to  select  a  generous 
number  of  materials.    Two  books  will  be  sent 
in  the  initial  shipment.    Included  will  be  an 
information  sheet  to  determine  the  number 
of  books  and  the  frequency  of  shipments 
desired  by  the  individual.    This  number 
and  frequency  may  be  changed  at  any  time. 
"Talking  Book  Topics  and/or  Braille  Book 
Review"  are  sent  bi-monthly  to  readers  so 
that  new  titles  may  be  selected  and  added  to 
the  reader's  list. 

COLLECTION 

The  collection  consists  of: 
.  Talking  Books  (records) 
.  Cassette  Books 
.  Braille  Books 

The  best  and  most  readable  adult  and 
children's  books  are  respresented  in  the 
collection.    Many  popular  magazines  in  the 
above  formats  are  also  included.  Borrowers 
may  expect  the  same  kind  of  reading  material 
offered  to  people  using  conventionally 
printed  material  from  a  good  public  library.

SINGLE  MOTEHR'S  PROGRAM 


The  Florence  Crittenton  Home,  with  a  C.E.T.A.  grant  from  the  Governor's 
Employment  and  training  council,  is  now  sponsoring  a  Single  Mother's  Program. 
The  Program    is  designed  for  young  mothers  (16-18  years)  who  have  kept  their 
babies  but  need  support  and  training  to  become  effective  parents  and  self 
sufficient  individuals.    The  goal  of  the  program  is  to  expand  the  Single 
Mother's  alternatives  by  assisting  her  to  finish  high  school,  gain  job 
skills  and  improve  independent  living  skills. 

The  Program  was  developed  in  response  to  the  increasing  numbers  of 
teen  pregnancies  and  teenage  mothers'  decisions  to  keep  their  babies. 
Nationwide  87%  of  single  teen  mothers  are  keeping  their  children. 

The  Program  is  located  in  Helena.  Each  mother  and  child  share  a  two 
bedroom  semi  furnished  apartment  with  another  mother  and  child  in  a  6  unit 
complex.  A  social  worker,  nurse,  and  resource  counselor  provide  daily 
superivision.  In  the  first  month  of  the  Program  the  young  mother  receives 
intensive  support  and  supervision  in  child  care.  She  then  attends  school 
and  job  training  programs  while  her  infant  is  cared  for  in  a  licensed  day 
care  home. 

Referrals  are  now  being  received.    Minimum  monthly  cost  for  the  mother 
and  child  is  approximately  $280.00.    Financial  assistance  is  available 
according  to  need.    For  further  information  call  or  write:  Florence 
Crittenton  Home,  Single  Mother's  Program,  830  North  Warren,  Helena,  MT  59601.

Barbara  Ferriz,  Nurse  Consultant  in  Family  Planning  is  completing  external 
chart  audits  in  all  of  the  State's  family  planning  clinics.    The  chart  audit 
serves  as  a  test  to  assist  each  program  in  the  assurance  of  quality  medical 
and  nursing  services  to  family  planning  patients.    The  topic  of  this  external 
audit  is  the  activity  performed  for  each  family  planning  patient  on  an  initial 
or  annual  visit.    The  minimum  medical  care  guidelines  outlined  by  the  Title  X 
Family  Planning  grant  consitutes  the  criteria  used. 


The  Bureau  of  Nursing  has  recently  launched  a  campaign 
to  determine  some  of  the  continuing  education  needs  of  local 
community  health  nurses.    Ouestionnaires  were  mailed  to  all 
community  health  nursing  agencies  or  to  nurse  groups. 

Responses  to  questionnaires  will  enable  the  Bureau  to 
plan  workshops  in  more  than  a  dozen  sites  throughout  the 
next  8  months.
